SCOTT COUNTY HAS LIBRARY

HEN the Scott-Sebastian Re- 

gional Library was establish- 
ed April 1, 1954, Scott County Li- 
brary came into being. This library 
was the dream of a number of the 
active civic leaders of Waldron and 
Scott County. The county passed the 
one-mill library tax in 1952. County 
Judge John McCraw gives credit for 
the passage of this tax to the leader- 
ship of Mrs. L. E. Chiles and Mrs. R. 
R. Wilson. He said the women of the 
county went ahead with the plans 
for the tax and passed it regardless 
of the head-shaking of the politicians. 
Their determination to have county- 
wide library service, with a bookmo- 
bile, overcame the aversion to taxes. 
Early in 1953 the Arkansas Library 
Commission and the Sebastian Coun- 
ty Library Board were approached, 


and the Scott-Sebastian Regional Li- 
brary was the result. 


The quarters used by the Waldron 
Library were unsuitable for the Scott 
County Branch Library. Judge Mc- 
Graw and his quorum court came to 
the Library Board’s aid by offering 
the auditorium in the War Memorial 
building. This offer was accepted 
gladly. The room is at least 40 by 80 
feet, with high ceiling and plenty of 
windows. 


Mr. L. E. Wilkie, representative of 
Remington Rand Company, drew a 
floor plan for the library. This plan 
was followed as nearly as possible. 
The library is divided into sections 
according to usage. The southeast 
corner is designated as the “children 
and young people’s corner.” A coun-

ter-high section of shelving sets off 
this corner from the rest. A round 
reading table is used in this section. 
The south and west walls have shel- 
ving for the adult non-fiction and 
fiction. In the southwest corner is a 
lounging corner, with a green plastic 
divan and two large easy chairs. A 
coffee table, ash trays and magazine 
rack will be added later. The divan 
and one chair were a gift to the li- 
brary from the Waldron Furniture 
Factory. The other chair and coffee 
table are gifts of the Waldron Garden 
Club. The east wall has shelving be- 
tween each window, as the west wall 
does. A part of this side is used for 
the reference section, the Arkansas 
collection, and other special collec- 
tions. One section of each side of 
the building is reserved for expan- 
sion. There are four reading tables 
and a large office desk, which is used 
for the charging desk. The finish is 
a golden blond and blends nicely 
with the light walls. 


The shelves have adjustable strips, 
and for the Open House displays 
were made in the shelves, showing 
how adjustable shelves can be used 
to add color and originality to the ap- 
pearance of the library. Mrs. Anne 
Jackson, consultant from the Arkan- 
sas Library Commission, helped to 
improvise a magazine rack in the 
front part of the counter-high shelv- 
ing, using the adjustable shelves to 
advantage, and with yardsticks ar- 
ranged a rack that will be used un- 
til the permanent one has been built. 
This demonstrated how ingenuity 
can fill a need, and create a satisfac- 
tory and useful bit for a library that 
is just starting. 


On Friday, September 10, the pub- 
lic open house was held for the Scott 
County Library. During the after- 
noon the _ school children were 
brought to the library in the school 
buses to see the new library and the 
bookmobile. The members of the 
Scott County Library board, County 
Judge McCraw, and the staff of the 
Scott-Sebastian Regional Library 
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dispensed hospitality during the af- 
ternoon. At six o’clock the Scott 
County Library Board entertained 
with a dinner at the Crutchfield 
Cafe for the Sebastian County Library 
Board, guests from the Arkansas Li- 
brary Commission staff, the Scott- 
Sebastian Regional Library staff, 
visiting librarians from out of the 
county, and friends of the library 
and their families. Mrs. Anne Jack- 
son was the dinner speaker. From 
seven to nine the Waldron and the 
Evening Garden Clubs were hosts for 
a reception. Mrs. Karl Neal was the 
speaker, followed by a book review 
by Mrs. Glenn Blakemore. The clubs 
served punch and cookies to several 
hundred people. A Story Hour was 
held for the children Saturday morn- 
ing. Miss Freddy Schader was the 
story teller. 


Mrs. Karl Neal, Miss Pearl Wil- 
liamson, Mrs. Lee Martin, Miss Fred- 
dy Schader, Mrs. Anne Jackson and 
Mrs. Marie Pinckney from the Com- 
mission, spent Friday and Saturday 
in Waldron. Mrs. Anne Jackson 
spent the week in Waldron helping 
the Waldron High School librarian 
and helping with the preparations 
for the Scott County Library open- 
ing. Miss Florene Jordan, president 
of the Arkansas Library Association, 
arrived in Waldron Friday in time 
to help put the finishing touches on 
some of the exhibits.

MORE FROM MY VANTAGE POINT

T was a great privilege to attend 

the Pacific Northwest Library 
Association convention in Tacoma, 
Washington. This is a group com- 
posed of the province of British Col- 
umbia and recently the province of 
Alberta, the states of Washington, 
Oregon, Idaho and Montana. It is a 
large group. I appeared on their pro- 
gram three times. Once as a member 
of a panel for a trustees meeting, 
where Mrs. A. J. Quigley. national 
president of the Trustees group, a 
regional librarian from the state of 
Washington, and Mr. John S. Rich- 
ards, librarian of the Seattle Public 
Library, and President-elect of ALA 
were also panel members. The mod- 
erator of the panel was Dr. Alden 
H. Blankenship, superintendent of 
schools in Tacoma, and member of 
the Public Library Board there. It 
was a most interesting meeting with 
the trustees so anxious to talk that 
many times the panel members bare- 
ly had time to give an opinion. This 
is the type of lively and interesting 
discussion that is always worthwhile. 


I spoke briefly at the banquet on 
a light tone on my impressions of the 
Pacific Northwest. Mr. Arthur T. 
Hamlin and Mr. David H. Clift of 
ALA headquarters staff were also on 
this program. On Saturday morning I 
spoke to a general session on the sub- 
ject, “Our Human Resources; The 
Citizen and Library Support.” There 


were more librarians than trustees 
at this meeting and my talk was di- 
rected to that group. You will be 
pleased to know that Arkansas has 
a reputation all over the United 
States as effectively using the ma- 
terials we have. It is generally known 
that we do not have adequate sup- 
port for libraries, but we are given 
credit for doing a great deal with 
what we have. Everyone knew about 
our bus trips in the state visiting the 
libraries. I did not hesitate to tell of 
the fine staff we have at the Arkan- 
sas Library Commission and io give 
credit to our capable executive sec- 
retary, Mrs. Neal, who so effectively 
plans these programs. I told them 
that I felt sure Mrs. Neal did not 
want to leave Arkansas and so I was 
entirely safe in singing her praises. 


An unusual social feature on one 
night of the convention was when 
the Tacoma people entertained us on 
the beautiful shores on Puget Sound 
with a Salmon Bake. The salmon 
and other food were prepared by 
Sioux Indians, and afterwards they 
presented a wonderful program of 
war dances, etc. The salmon run was 
on the delicious red salmon, right out 
of the cold waters of Puget Sound; 
cooked in the unusual manner which 
the Sioux used, smoking it over hot 
coals and then baking it in a trench, 
it was “out of this world.” It was a 
sort of cross, I believe, between broil-

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ing and baking, but the end results 
were certainly wonderful. 


Mr. Richards gave a luncheon for 
me in Seattle at the University Club, 
to which were invited some of the 
members of his Seattle board, Mrs. 
Quigley, the national president of 
the Trustees Section of ALA, and 
heads of departments of the Seattle 
Public Library. After the very de- 
licious luncheon, I was asked by Mr. 
Richards to talk to the group. Then 
he opened the meeting for questions; 
and I was agreeably surprised to find 
that they know so much about our 
Arkansas work and that they hold it 
in high esteem. This was certainly a 
wonderful courtesy for Mr. Richards 
to do, but the end was not yet. He 
and Mrs. Richards gave a very beau- 
tiful reception in honor of Mr. Clift 
and me at their home on Sunday fol- 
lowing the convention. At this time 
we had opportunity to meet librar- 
ians of the Seattle area as well as 
board members and citizens interest- 
ed in library work. It was a most 
stimulating and interesting occasion. 
Mr. and Mrs. Richards do all the gar- 
dening themselves, and the results 
are so beautiful that it beggars de- 
scription. 


Mr. Harry Bauer, librarian, Uni- 
versity of Washington, and who 
writes the very interesting column 
“Seasoned to Taste” in the WILSON 
LIBRARY BULLETIN, gave a lovely 
dinner at the Ranier Club, with Mr. 
and Mrs. Richards, Mr. Clift, Miss 
Margaret Clay and myself in the 
group. The food was wonderful and 
the talk was even better. It was one 
of the most enjoyable evenings I 
have ever spent. These experiences 
are a sample of the entertainment 
and hospitality which came my way 
as a result of my visit to the Pacific 
Northwest Library Association. 


At Victoria, British Columbia, Miss 
Margaret Clay who recently retired 
as the public librarian and, having 
just returned from a fourteen months 
and one day trip around the world, 
served as a hostess for me with Mr. 
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Willard Ireland. She drove over the 
city and took me to see the many in- 
teresting and beautiful things in Vic- 
toria, the most unusual place I have 
ever visited. Mr. Ireland, president 
of the Pacific Northwest Library As- 
sociation (he is the one who invited 
me to come and speak) met me at the 
boat on Labor Day and gave me a 
tour of the beautiful Parliament 
Buildings. The Parliament Buildings 
were closed, but since Mr. Ireland is 
provincial librarian, he was able to 
go through the building; and we had 
an uninterrupted and _ interesting 
tour. At Vancouver, British Colum- 
bia, Mr. Neal Harlow, the librarian 
at the University of British Colum- 
bia, and his very charming wife 
spent an entire day entertaining me 
by showing me the library and driv- 
ing me over Vancouver. In addition 
to that, they took me to lunch at the 
Marine Room at Eaton’s Department 
Store. This beautiful tea room over- 
looks the harbor, and it is one of the 
most interesting places [ have ever 
been to eat. Later in the afternoon 
we drove around the city again and 
the Harlows insisted I go home with 
them to dinner. We are noted in the 
South for our hospitality, but I have 
never seen anything to compare with 
the way I was received and _ enter- 
tained in this very beautiful part of 
our country and Canada. Mr. W. L. 
Perry, the librarian of the College of 
Puget Sound at Tacoma, took Mr. 
Clift, Mr. Arthur Hamlin and Mr. 
Ireland and me through the Puget 
Sound College Library. This is a very 
beautiful new building using light 
and color to good advantage. 


In Seattle, through the kindness of 
Mr. Richards and his staff, I visited 
a number of their beautiful branch 
libraries as well as the main library. 
Perhaps the most unusual thing I 
saw on my entire trip was the li- 
brary for the blind in Seattle. Here 
are listening rooms— and much like 
listening rooms in a music store— 
where a blind person may go in and 
listen to the books from records. In 
addition to this, of course, books are 
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written in Braille. The entire library 
is built so that a blind person may 
make perfect use of it. Even the 
decorations are so sculptured that a 
blind person may feel the decorations 
so that he can get the feel of the 
waves of the sea or some other things 
that he has read about but has never 
seen. This library serves Washington, 
Oregon and also Alaska. Seattle has 
some beautiful new libraries; I 
brought the plans of one of them 
home with me. It uses color and light 
to wonderful advantage. It is also so 
carefully planned that one person if 
necessary can supervise the entire 
operation of the building. 


As you know, I am a member of the 
board of the Trustees section of ALA. 
Mrs. Quigley and I took advantage 
of my visit to talk over some plans 
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for trustees on the national level, as 
well as plans for the Midwinter and 
Philadelphia meetings. Mrs. Quigley 
asked to be remembered to the Ark- 
ansas librarians. She knows all who 
were on the Minneapolis trip, as 
well as some others. 


At some time I hope to be able to 
tell all of you more about this won- 
derful trip. I wish to say that at no 
place did I feel it necessary to apolo- 
gize for the work of the librarians and 
board members in Arkansas. As a 
matter of fact, there are many things 
in which we seem to excel. In Octo- 
ber I have been invited to attend the 
Nebraska, Iowa and Mississippi meet- 
ings. At this stage I am trying to 
work them all in, but I will be seeing 
you at our own Arkansas meeting.

the regular annual meeting was held. 


Mr. Maurice Rubenstein, chairman 
of the County Division, presided. 
Mrs. Anne Jackson, public library 
consultant of the Arkansas Library 
Commission, gave the _ invocation. 
Miss Elizabeth Malone, librarian, in- 
troduced the following guests: Mayor 
Herbert Sanderson and Mrs. Sander- 
son; Mrs. Almon Faught and Mrs. I. 
T. Hill, members of the Arkansas Li- 
brary Commission, Mrs. Karl Neal, 
executive secretary of the Arkansas

Miss Malone gave her annual re- 
port which was reproduced in a 
mimeographed pamphlet.

121,050 books circulated, an increase 
of 7000 over last year’s report. 


Miss Helen Heinemann, treasurer 
of the County Division, gave her re- 
port; and Mrs. Tom W. Burress, treas- 
urer of the City Division, reported 
that since the city division’s fiscal 
year did not end in June, she had no 
annual report, but that to date the 
library was staying within its budget. 


Mrs. Neal gave an excellent report 
of the annual conference of the Am- 
erican Library Association, especially 
talking about the work of the trustee 
as discussed at Minneapolis. She an- 
nounced the Arkansas Library As- 
sociation meeting to be held in Oc- 
tober and urged the trustees to at- 
tend. She also announced the Ark- 
ansas Book Fair to be held in Little 
Rock the last of October.

IN MEMORIAM 


J. W. RAMSEY 
and 
GEORGE REEVES 


1954 has been a year of sorrow and 
joy for the Scott-Sebastian Regional 
Library. The Regional Library came 
into being on April 1, 1954, with J. 
W. Ramsey chairman of the Region- 
al Board of Trustees. Mr. Ramsey’s 
death occurred on April 26, less than 
one month after the organization of 
the Board. Mr. Reeves, chairman of 
the Sebastian County Library Board, 
died on August 23. The Library ex- 
perienced the joy of coming into ex- 
istence, and the deep sorrow of the 
loss of two chairmen. 


Mr. Ramsey was the superintend- 
ent of the Fort Smith Public Schools, 
and had been ex officio president of 
the Fort Smith Junior College from 
the time it was established in 1928 
until about 1951 when it was moved 
to its present location. Mr. Ramsey 
was interested in and active in many 
organizations, not just the Education 
Associations and affiliated societies. 
His activities ranged from Boy Scout 
work to the Community Concert 
group. He had been a member of the 
Sebastian County Library Board of 
Trustees since the establishment of 
the library in 1944. 


George Reeves was chairman of 
the Sebastian Library Board of 
Trustees, and member of the Region- 
al Library Board. He was also chair- 
man of the County Board of Educa- 
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tion. He was a member of this board 
when it was dissolved in 1933, and 
was elected chairman of it when the 
1941 Legislature re-established the 
board. Mr. Reeves had been the 
chairman of the Sebastian County Li- 
brary Board since the establishment 
of the library in 1944. He was a mem- 
ber of the Arkansas Library Associa- 
tion, and was active as a member of 
its Trustees Section. He was interest- 
ed in all phases of the library’s ac- 
tivities. 

The Scott-Sebastian Regional Li- 
brary Board of Trustees feels deep 
sorrow and regret for the deaths of 
these two men who had given and 
were giving so much of their busy 
days to the library. Both men were 
so enthusiastic about the newly or- 
ganized library, and were giving so 
much assistance with the plans for 
the service to be given to both coun- 
ties. Their contributions to the Scott- 
Sebastian Regional Library will be 
evident as the organization is de- 
veloped and completed.

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CIRCULATION STATISTICS FROM THE COMMISSION 


HE total circulation of books 

and related materials from the 
Arkansas Library Commission for 
the fiscal year July 1, 1953—June 30, 
1954 was 103,354. This was an in- 
crease of 13,982 over the previous 
year. Some of this increase is due to 
the fact that more communities 
without county-wide library service 
are taking large summer-time col- 
lections and keeping the school li- 
brary open certain hours each week 
for the use of the entire community. 
Of the total number circulated 79,- 
764 books were sent to schools, 10,- 
588 were sent to individuals, and the 
others to county, regional or city li- 
braries. 


The largest one day’s circulation 
was 2,082 on August 18, 1954. On 
June 30, 1954 there were 1,113 regis- 
tered individual borrowers and 529 
central schools registered. This num- 
ber does not include the wing schools 
served. A_ tabulation of requests 
showed that 1,386 individual borrow- 
ers’ requests were answered.
